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THE  HAMBURG  APPLE  MARKET 


Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Hamburg  auction  on  Thurs- 
day, October  25,  were  considerably  higher  than  those  prevailing  in  either 
Liverpool  or  Copenhagen,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the 
Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Supplies  were  only  moderate  in 
Hamburg  on  Thursday,  and  the  auction  demand  was  active-     Supplies  afloat, 
however,  are  said  to  be  liberal. 


Virginia  York  Imperials  brought  35.84  to  $7.30  in  Hamburg  as  against 
$4.87  to  $5.11  in  Liverpool,  and  $5.35  to  $5,84  in  Copenhagen  for  U.S.  No. 
1,  2-4:  inch  stock.    Virginia  Ben  Davis  ranged  from  35.84  to  $7.30  as  against 
$3.89  to  34.14  in  Liverpool    and  34.50  to  |5.11  in  Copenhagen  for  U.S.  Hb. 
1,  2vr  inch  fruit.    The  Hamburg  prices  on  barreled  stock  in  general  were  con- 
siderably higher  than  last  week. 

Boxed  apples,  however,  show  little  change  although  prices  were  above 
the  Liverpool  levels.    Washington  Jonathans,  for  example,  brought  from  $2.43 
to  33. 16  for  the  Extra  Far.cy  138/163  sizes  as  compared  with  $2.25  to  $2-31 
for  150/163/175' s  in  Liverpool.
